Dam Work Goes On 





As Funds Uncerta 


Money Allocated! tetter From Queen 


For 1953 To Be 
Spent in Canyon 


Construction work on the multi- 
million dollar dam in San Antonio 
canyon will not be. stopped until 
the funds already appropriated 
are exhausted, Lt. Col. I. M. Rice. 
executive officer of the U .S. corps 
of engineers in Los Angeles, said 
yesterday. 

Even though a U. S. House 
appropriations committee has rec- 
ommended no further appropria- 
tions the matter is reported to he 
a long way from final action 
since both houses of Congress 
must pass on the’ measure. 

“First of all, the dam is an 
authorized project,” explained Lt. 
Col. Rice. “Money has been ap- 
propriated by Congress for ex- 
penditure and the planned pro- 
gram will be continued: as far as 
the appropriation will permit. 

“What happens in the future 
is up to Congress.” > 

In keeping with this policy, the 
army engineers have advised City 
Manager Richard G. Manley to 
proceed’ with a contract for the 
construction of a 750,000 gallon 
water reservoir. Upland council- 
men met Tuesday afternoon in an 
adjourned session and authorized 
Mr. Manley to “confer with the 
engineer's over the price for which 
the government will pay for city- 
owned land on the dam site and 
the allocation of funds to pay for 
the reservoir. Authority has been 
given Mr. Manley to let the con- 
tract for the reservoir construc- 
tion. 

Scheduled to be expended dur- 
ing 1953 is $995,000 and this sum 
will pay for all contracts already 
let or for work definitely sched-

no further outlavs caused a con- 
siderable stir among many local 
interests. 

Almost all the land necessary 
for the dam site has been acquired 
and considerable construction has 
been completed in the outlet fea- 
tures of the dam, 

While many individuals in the 
Upland district have expressed the 
belief the dam was unnecessary, 
Pomona interests have been ag- 
gressively pushing the project to 
guard against possible flood dam- 


age.

Ontario School 
Boundary To 
Affect Uplanders 


New boundary lines, for Upland 
school pupils in the Ontario schoo] 
district have been announced, the 
changes being effective in Sep- 
at 





All pupils west of Euclid avenue 
will attend San Antonio elemen- 
tary school, which is on San An- 
tonio avenue at D street, Ontario. 
During the current school year, 
some pupils within the Upland 
school district have been attend 
ing Edison school but in the fu 
ture all of those residing west otf 
Euclid will go to the San Antonio 
school. 

The Ontario school district ex- 
tends north to the Santa Fe right- 
of-way in Upland with the result 
that all of the area within the 
Upland city limits south of the 
Santa Fe is in the Ontario school 
district. 

Homer Briggs, Ontario school 
superintendent, said the new 
boundaries had been established 
to best allocate ‘the students 
where facilities could best serve 
them. New regulations were set 
up for the Edison school but none 
of these would affect the students 
within the Upland city limits. 

At an early date actual con- 
struction is scheduled to be start- 
ed on two new schools on Fifth 
avenue—at Berlyn avenue and at 
Benson avenue. These structures 
will help relieve the student con- 
gestion’ now existing in the On- 
tario school system and will serve 
students within the Upland city 
limits. Berlyn avenue is east of 
Campus avenue. 


P.E. Leads In. 
Clean Up; Weeds 
To Be Burned Off 


With the Pacific .Electric Rail- 
way Co., weed-burning crews on 
the job, the city-wide weed burn- 
ing program is under way. At 
least 80 properties will be “burn- 
ed” hy the city’ street department 
employes in the annual program 
to remove fire hazards. 

Vacant lots will be burned by 
the city. The work is done by 
the city when property owners 
ask .for work or fail to respond 
when notified of the need for 
burning brings no response. Cost 
of the lot clearing is charged to

PUBLIC BUSINESS NEEDS MORE LEADERS LIKE SHERIFF 
WHO ARE UNAFRAID TO ACT IN FACE OF CRITICISM 


Almost anything Sheriff Eugene L. Mueller 
does—or does not do is news—and it gets ifito 
the headlines. 

He has added a refreshing touch of glamour 
to the sheriff's department. He has injected a 

istrong element of efficiency in procedures and 
Ihigh standards of service in personnel. And 
“he has made some changes among his em- 
' ployes. When he thinks changes should b- 
“made, he makes them. Oftentimes that policy 
11s difficult in political circles. 
‘ Sheriff Mueller’s judgment in discharging 
: Percy Sellas, a deputy, is being questioned by 
some observers and officially by Mr. Sellas 
thimself. An appeal has been filed by Mr. 
Sellas with the county civil service commis- 
sion. 
As head of a very important department in 
the county government, Mr. Mueller has the 
J right ‘to expect the highe&t standards from his 
2 employes—and he has the right of promotion 

and discharge, within the limits of civil service 
J] regulations. 

The discharge of Mr. Sellas actually is noth- 
ing more than a routine matter. Sheriff Muel- 
ler, his employer, didn't believe his deputy was 
worthy of continuing to draw his salary from 

‘ public funds. And so he acted. 

These are Sheriff Mueller’s words:

~The level of purchasing power is such that 
consumer purchases of goods and services 
could expand much more than this if aggres- 
sive marketing and advertising programs are 
continued. On top of this, any cut in taxes 
would further augment consumer purchasing 
power.” 

Our ability to expand the world’s strong- 
est economy is an amazing tribute to the skills 
of @ngineers, scientists, workers and ‘manage- 
ment. All of these fabulous gains are made 
possible by our highly competitive free enter- 
prise, 

Today Americans comprise only six per 
cent of the world’s population but we make 
more than half of all items manufactured a- 
round the globe. The average consumption 
of rubber throughout the world is one pound 
Per person. Our living standard is so high 
thatwe use 18 pounds per individual. 

The base of American economy is broad 
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Sellas is the victim of prejudice or is being 
made the “goat” for others’ wrong doing, this 
evidence will be heard by the civil service com- 
mission. He has retained an attorney and the 
case in its normal procedure will be heard by 
the commission within a month. 

We can think of some public agencies where 
it would do very well to have more “Gene 
Muellers” as leaders; men who have enough 
strength of character to do what they think is 
tight for the public good in spite of the po- 
litical consequences. 

We know Mr. Mueller was aware of the 
possible political consequences in the dis- 
charge of Mr. Sellas. The sheriff knows that 
his continuation in office will be a question be- 
fore the voters next spring. 

A less able leader and one imbued only with 
his own selfish interests would probably over- 
look many things that Mr. Mueller has sought 
to correct. In other words, we have faith in 
his judgment and believe that Mr. Mueller had 
the public interests and not his own personal 
interests uppermost when he decided to re- 
lieve the deputy of his duties. 

The case has special interest here because 
it was Mr. Sellas who appeared as a witness 
for the defendant in the Robert Blake murder 
trial. That was several months ago. 

If the dismissal were one of haste it would 
have occurred months ago. Apparently, Mr. 
Mueller has given the incident’ considerable 
study and given the employe’s status much de- 
liberation. 

What public government needs is more men 
who ase eager for public efficiency and are 
willing to suffer the consequences of public 
damnation when pressure is applied.

“Careful studies show that within eight 
years or less we may spend $500;000,000,000 
at today’s prices for nonmilitary construction 
and equipment. Today 67% of our private 
dwellings are over 20 years old and more. than 
half are 30 years old or more. 

“Hospitals and schools needed now will 
cost $40,000,000,000 to build. We need urgently 
highways with an investment exceeding $60.- 
0G0,000,000. : 

“Normal construction alone for the next 
decade probably will exceed $60,000,000.000 
annually. Our adult population has 80% more 
high school graduates than in 1940. Mass pop- 
ulation spending power today is five times 
greater than in 1940. All these factors show 
that any cutbacks in military expenditures 
need not endanger the nation’s economy. 

“There is little solid economic ground for the 
wails and gloom which some so-called experts 
like to emit. One of the bestiways to bring a re- 


cession is for gloom merchants to talk and/|

History of Euclid Avenue 





Mule-Drawn Car Up Euclid First 
Public Transportation Service

A newly organized company 
Was seeking a method of transpor- 
tation up and down Euclid avenue, 
as ranchers had built their nomes 
in the scattered territory along 
each side of it. Horseback, team 
and wagon would take all day io 
travel from Twenty-fourth street 
to Ontario and back for the week’s 
groceries. The first attempt to 
duild a transportation system was 
proposed by Capt. John Tays who 
told of the South African ore cars 
that were run into the “Diggins” 
by gravity, loaded and then pulled 
out by mules. 

This idea was sponsored by 
Godfrey L. Stamm and Charles 
Frankish as being a practical solu- 
tion for Ontario’s car iine. On- 
tario became Known as ihe city 
where mules pulled the car up the 
hill and enjoyed the long ride 
down. Two mules pulled the 
stout little car up the hill to 
Twenty-fourth street, then mount- 
ed on their special platform at one 
end of the contraption, They rode 
proudly with the passengers back 
to Ontario. The car was a grand 
affair for that day and a ride on 
it gave one a thrill that he re- 
membered long. 


The story of a mule-car episode 


‘has been told many times. On a 


peaceful day occurred some dram- 


J atic action that broke all records. 


Burglars, unnoticed by the few 
men standing around, entered the 
First National Bank of Ontario, 
secured control of the cashier, 
Fred Stamm, and threw him in 
the vault, locked the door, swept 
up all money in sight and gal- 
loped away on their horses. Ai 
once the by-standers realized the 
cashier was locked in the vault, 
and possibly suffocating. George 
Stamm, his brother, was the only | 
one who had a key. George 
Stamm must be found “pronto” 
and brought to the bank and save’ 
his brother’s life! | 
A man on horseback was dis- 
patched up, the avenue to find 
him. He was in San Antonio 
Heights, the mule car standing 
near by with the mules on the 
rear platform ready for the down 
hill trip. Mr. Stamm pushed ihe 
conductor out of the way, took the 
controls, and = started the car 
“liekety split’. It is said they 
made the 7-mile trip to Ontario 
in 7} minutes, stopping twice 
to accommodate passengers. Into 
the vault George Stamm rushed 
and released his brother who had 
not suffered any bad effects of 
his imprisanment. The mules were 
not excited in any way and soon 
went to sleep on their platform, 
not aware of anything unusual. 
Although the Mule-team Tran- 
sit.was a success of its kind, yet

-it-Bardly met the needs of a scat- 


texed<community who desired fo, 
make quick trips up and down the 
Avenue. 

It. was 1895, the old trolley was 
electrified by E. H. Richardson. 
It was put into service again, 
piloted by Mr. Gullock on its first! 

The 
power went off that night when 
the plant burned down. Then the 
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mule team was brought back into 
service again, until the power 
house was rebuilt and service was 
resumed. Then, it’ is said the 
mules were turned out to pasture 
and the old car has been lost 
sight of.

possible, came here from Stanton, 
Mich. He lived in Ontario for 65

Besides his great help in oper- 
ating the Ontario street car lines, 
in his earlier years, he helped io 
install the San Antonio Water 
system and to build the power 
houses in San Antonio canyon. 


The writer interviewed the| 
members of Mr. Gullock’s family 
and his widow told of her hus- 
band’s interest in the “model Col- 
ony” for many years and _ his 
close association with E. H. Rich- 
ardson, inventor of the ‘“Hot- 
point” iron, now called the Gen- 
eral Electric.

At present (1953) from Thir- 
teenth stredt on—one may see 
horses now plodding to the top 
and back again to the stables and 
near-by points—but no thrills as 
used to be. The old street car 
tracks are gone and a soft, spongy 
trail in its place! =
